The City Council has advertised in 
the bi^' trade journals of the East for 
bids on the water works franchise. 
The.se bids will be opened the first 
Saturday in March, and the lowest 
and best bidder will be awarded the 
franchise. It is the inteutlon of the 
Council to bind the contractor so that 
it will be impossilde to delay the work. 
Great care will be exercised to every 
detail of the matter, and it can now 
be safdy said tliat work on the sys- 
tem will be commenced in the early 
spring. The members of the present 
Council wera elected with the idea of 
gettingthis work done, and they are 
showing tbat they are equal to the 
occasion by buckling right down to 
business. This .system is needed more 
than any other improvement the 
town could wish for, and now that the 
will of the people, expressed at the 
polls, is being carried out, there will be 
rejoicing in the heart of every public- 
spirited citizen in the town.

Her devotion to her father in 
his long illness was beautiful, and her 
untiring efforts in his behalf will cer- 
tainly be rewarded in the great here- 
after.

School for some tlsse and was deeply 
inte w i t ed to that toatitntton's suc- 
cess. 

, In 1882 he was one of the leaders in 
organizing the Citizens JTational Bank, 
of this city, and was unanimously 
chosen as president of that flourishing 
Inilllathia avaqr 



ed in the begianhig of thia mhieie, 
his advice waseonaMend kf( 
being perfectly fiOr to aU 
ed, and hia judgnssat safe to every 
respect, and the eweUeat stotements 
made by the bank are due largely to

He kicated in Lancaster in 187!», and 
in 1883 built one of the largest ana 
best store houses in the town. He 
soon opened a stock of hardware and

Mr. Hi>:K'iiitM,tham wasa kind- 
liearttMl luan and t-ver ready to help 
liis friends m any luantier that he 
I ••ould.

dug well, for very few dog wells are 
free from pollution; and if they con- 
tain pure water to-day, it is po.ssible — 
and always hapening— they will be 
polluted to-morrow. — Dr. J. T. Hurty, 
in Indiaana Farmer. 

The t)ld-fashioiied well was a dug 
well with stone sides, and it was not 
known how to build any other. The 
modern well is bored, driven or crock- 
ed, and the results are much more 
satisfactory. There are thousands of 
stone wells throughout the country 
that have been in use many years and 
will undoubtedly continue to be for 
many years to come. During the win- 
ter time the danger from these wells 
is reduced to a minimum. In hot 
weather, when one needs the best and 
purest water, it is very apt to be at its 
worst. There are comparatively few 
wells that have proper covers. Many 
of them are merely loose boards that 
one can readily lift. We have yet to 
.see half a dozen that were sutticiently 
tight that there would be no debris 
falling from the surface of the ground, 
and particularly a matter that is the 
least desirable. Few farmers actually 
realize the great risk they are taking 
in allowing their wells to become n^ 
lected. Bear in mind the statement
